The 18 27 
acts are y ello w fro m 
age. 
They are no t bo u nd and co a- 
tain a hu nd red and eighteen p ages 
in all whereas the acts o f the last 
legislatu re are bo u nd and co nsist o f 
elev en 
hu nd red 
and thirty -two 
p ages. 
There are o ther rather as­ 
to nishing co mp ariso ns. 
Fo r instance the general ap p ro ­ 
p riatio n bill o f 18 27 carried with it 
cnly fo u rteen tho u sand fiv e hu nd red 
d o llars. 
The general ap p ro p riatio n 
bill in the 19 13 legislatu re amo u nted 
to a hu nd red and twenty tho u sand 
d o llars. Fu rthermo re the sp ecific ap ­ 
p ro p riatio ns o f the last general as-* 
sembly ex ceed ed many times tho se 
o f the 18 27 sessio n. 
That o f the 
earlier sessio n was 
eighteen 
hu n­ 
d red and fifty -fiv e d o llars. 
It may be o f interest to kno w that 
the act which created 
the 
co u nty 
bo ard o f co mmissio ners Av as p assed 
in the sessio n 
o f 
18 27 . 
The 
act 
created a bo ard in o nly elev en co u n­ 
ties, o ne o f which was Ru sh co u nty . 
The nu mber p ro v id ed fo r and 
the 
metho d o f electing them, as 
p re­ 
scribed by this act, is the same as it 
is to d ay . 
There are a few 
mino r 
changes. 
The act

set 
fo rth that the bo ard sho u ld meet 
the first Mo nd ay in Janu ary , May , 
Au gu st and No v ember, whereas the

When the bo ard was created , the 
clerk o f the circu it co u rt reco rd ed 
the p ro ceed ings, bu t no w the co u nty 
au d ito r is the reco rd ing secretary . 
The co u rt was giv en the p o wer to 
fill v acancies in the bo ard . The co m­ 
missio ners, when created , lev ied the 
co u nty tax . 
The act 
p ro v id ed a 
p enalty no t to ex ceed a fine o f a 
hu nd red d o llars fo r any member o f 
the bo ard who failed to d o his d u ty . 
They were p aid $1.25 a d ay fo r their 
« erv ices. 
One act o f this early legislatu re 
was p assed fo r Ru sh co u nty alo ne. 
It mad e mand ato ry th remo v al 
o f 
o bstru ctio n fro m streams so that 
ro ads wo uld no t be mad e impassable 
by o v erflo ws in flo o d seaso n. The 
enfo rcement was g iv en o v er to thé 
ro ad superv iso r, which 
o ffice 
was 
also created by an act o f this same 
leg islature. 
The law pro v ided that 
each perso n who failed to liv e up to 
Its pro v isio ns o f it, after he had 
been duly no tified by the ro ad su­ 
perv iso r, wo uld be co mpelled to pay 
a fine o f fifty cents a day fo r each 
o ne after he 
was no tified. 
Super 
v iso rs who did no t do their duty 
were liable fo r a fine.

Single Stream Played on Indianapo­ 


lis Factory but Main Build­ 


ings Are Saved. 


The Mais Mo to r Tru ck co mp any 
o f Ind ianap o lis, o f which Walter M. 
Pearce o f this city is v ice-p resid ent, 
su ffered a lo ss o f 
$50,000 in ail 
early mo rning fire at its p lant this 
mo rning. 
Fo r a half ho u r the fire 
threatened to 
d estro y 
the 
who le 
facto ry , bu t it was finally p u t u n­ 
d er co ntro l. 
The fire started o n the first flo o r. 
It was d isco v ered by a night watch­ 
man, bu t p erso ns in the p lant were 
u nable to d o any thing to check the 
sp read o f the flames. 
The blaze sp read 
q u ickly fro m 
this bu ild ing to the 
sto rage 
ro o m 
and o ilro o m so u th o f the sto ckro o m 
and to the o ffice bu ild ing to the west. 
The sto ck bu ild ing, 
sto rage 
ro o m 
and o ilro o m were 
d estro y ed 
with 
their co ntents, bu t the firemen were 
able to su bd u e the 
blaze 
in 
the 
o ffice bu ild ing. 
The o il ro o m was 
well 
su p p lied 
with gaso line and 
lu bricating 
o ils 
and bu rned read ily , small ex p lo sio ns 
ad d ing to the serio u sness o f the fire. 
The chief lo ss, in ad d itio n to the 
v alu e o f the bu ild ings, was in v alu ­ 
able p atterns, which were bu rned in 
the sto ck ro o m. 
A large nu mber o f 
u nfinished machines in the sto rage 
ro o m also were d estro y ed . 
When the firemen fo u nd that they 
wo u ld be u nable to get bu t the single 
line o f ho se o n the fire they d ev o ted 
their attentio n to 
p rev enting 
the 
blaze fro m sp read ing to

main 
facto ry bu ild ing, which is a gigantic 
stru ctu re almo st a blo ck lo ng.

The plau to emplo y co unty ageirts 
was given a great impetus by the 
co nference o n co untry life, co nduc­ 
ted by the Indiana Bankers asso cia­ 
tio n, which clo sed in 
Indianapo lis 
y esterday afterno o n.

heard fro m the lips o f

co unty agent—and by the way he is 
fro m Misso uri—what can 
be 
ac­ 
co mplished by such an agent, and it 
is do ubtless the case that many far­ 
mers will return ho me 
co nvinced 
that a co unty 
agricultural 
agent 
can do a wo rld o f go o d. 
Acco rding to the law these agri­ 
cultural ex pert* who shall assist the 
co unty supeiintendent and teachers 
in practical agricultural and do mes­ 
tic science wo rk in the scho o ls, co ­ 
o perate with the farmers at their in­ 
stitutes and meetings, co nduct prac­ 
tical farm demo nstratio n wo rk, as­ 
sist farmers and bo y s and 
girls in 
their wo rk, and o therwise bring into 
the co unty 's agricultural and ho me 
life new mo vements fo r the adv ance­ 
ment o f agriculture and co untry life. 
In sho rt, this agent is to

as Purdue. 
The co lleges have been 
turning o ut ex perts at public

the farms and to see if it is really 
wo rth the mo ney . 
The 
agricultural 
scho o ls 
have

Fine agricultural brains have 
been develo ped, but they have nev er 
been av ailable to the farmers. 
The pro po sitio n no w is to get this 
brain kno wledge to every acre in the 
state, and in all the states.

newly enacted

educatio n plan, 
which 
wisely ,

In the 
Lev er bill no w befo re Co ngress it is 
pro po sed to hav e the natio nal go v­

Last y ear the o wner o f this ranch real­ 
ized a net pro fit o f $1 per animal fro m 
his flo ck. There are sev eral o ther pre 
tentio us go at farms thro ugho ut New 
Mex ico , Califo rnia and Orego n.

Daring, Foolhardy Action of Em ily 


Davidson in Focusing the Eyes of 


Britons Upon the Dem ands of the 


British Suffragettes For Recognition. 


London, Ju ne 5.—In th e h istory of 
th e Derby or of English racing th ere 
is no p arallel for y esterday ’s sensa­ 
tional incidents. 
For tu rf followers 
th e disqu alification^, of Craganou r, th e 
fav orite, wh o finish ed first, bu t was 
disqu alified for bu mp ing into Aboy eu r, 
a 100-to-l sh ot, in th e stretch and th e 
giv ing of th e race to th e long-odds 
h orse, was th e most im p ortant inci­ 
dent, bu t p u blic attention generally 
was fix ed on th e maniacal condu ct of 
a su ffragette named Emily Wilding 
Dav idson, aged th irty -fiv e, of Morp eth , 
North u mberland, 
wh o 
th ou gh t 
sh e 
cou ld stop race h orses at fu ll gallop by 
wav ing h er arms in front of th em, and 
as a consequ ence of h er delu sion lies 
u nconsciou s in th e Ep som college h os­ 
p ital and is regarded as being in a crit­ 
ical condition with no certainty of h er 
leav ing th e p lace aliv e. 
It is only on th e assu mp tion th at th e 
woman is demented th at any sy mp a­ 
th y can be ev oked for h er condition, 
and “serv ed h er righ t” was th e widely 
h eard comment in th e confu sion th at 
followed th e mad attem p t wh ich al­ 
m ost cost Jockey Jones, on th e king’s 
mou nt, h is life. 
It was generally said after th e inci­ 
dent th at Miss Dav idson deliberately 
singled ou t th e king’s h orse Anmer for 
h er attack. Th ose wh o were close by 
th e woman wh en th e incident h ap ­ 
p ened, and race goers generally , de­ 
clare th at it was imp ossible for h er to 
h av e p icked ou t any single h orse of 
th e gallop ing bu nch . It was merely a 
mad attem p t to gain th e notoriety of 
“sp oiling th e Derby ” by stop p ing th e 
race altogeth er and th e collision of 
Anmer was a mere coincidence. 
Th e h orses were th u ndering arou nd 
into th e stretch in a bu nch close to th e 
rail wh ere Miss Dav idson wa3 stand­ 
ing with th ou sands of oth ers. 
Th e 
woman su ddenly du cked u nder th e rail 
and made for th e h orses, bu t misju dg­ 
ing th e p ace, missed th e first fou r or 
fiv e. 
Sh e got into a sp ace in front of 
th e following grou p and raised h er 
h ands. 
Th e first h orse in th e bu nch 
missed h er. 
Th e nex t, King George’s 
Anmer, cau gh t Miss Dav idson with 
h is sh ou lder and knocked h er to th e 
grou nd with terrific force. Sh e scream­ 
ed, rolled ov er two or th ree times and 
th en lay still. 
Simu ltaneou sly Anmer 
fell, p itch ing Jockey Jones ov er h is 
h ead. Th e fact th at th e woman lay to 
all ap p earances dead and th at blood 
was ru sh ing from h er nose and mou th 
u ndou btedly sav ed h er some rou gh 
h andling. As it was th e crowd did not 
interfere and allowed th e p olice to re­ 
mov e both Miss Dav idson and Jones. 
Emily Dav idson was th e woman wh o 
assau lted a Bap tist m inister at Aber­ 
deen station, mistaking h im for Dav id 
Lloy d George, ch ancellor of th e ex ­ 
ch equ er. 
W h enev er sh e was imp ris­ 
oned sh e started a “h u nger strike” 
and generally h ad been released. Sh e 
h ad been fou nd h idden in th e h ou se of 
commons th ree times and ejected.
